PARIS. — Fresh violence threatened Pa- 
ris last night after Friday's street fight- 
ing, in which about 15,000 students fought 
Police from behind barricades of cars in 
the citys Left Bank area. About 2,000 
students massed on the Left Bank last 
night, surged across the Seine and began 
marching to the central area while bus- 
Joads of police moved slowly in the same 
@rection along nearby side streets. 

However, the students, and others on 
the Left Bank, later began to disperse 
after their leaders had appealed to them 
to “return home and rest until Monday.” 

Meanwhile France's two biggest trade 
unions have called for a general strike 
and demonstration tomorrow in support of 
the students, who have been calling’ for 
reforms in education. The membership of 
the two unions — the Communist-led Ge- 
neral Confederation of Workers and the 
moderate French Confederation of Work- 
ers — is estimated at more than three 
milion. 

Hospital officials reported that more 
than 360 persons were injured in Friday 
night's fighting, which ended only at 
dawn, and left streets littered with burnt- 
out cars. The hand of one student was 
blown off in a percussion grenade explo- 

The students had put up more than 50 
barricades in the streets surrounding the 
Sorbonne, but in the early hours of the 
morning the police forced their way 
through and grappled with the students, 
forcing them to flee. 

President de Gaulle summoned a number 
of his senior Ministers to the Elysee Pa- 
Jace at dawn yesterday to discuss the 
situation, and called a further meeting 
later in the day. 

Police chief Maurice Grimaud said that 
468 persons, including 61 foreigners, had 
been arrested. Sixty-three of those arrest- 
ed carried “various arms” he said. 

A French Government spokesman said 
that Molotov cocktails had been thrown 
by students during the rioting, “which was 
the work of agitators trying to disrupt 
the Vietnam peace negotiations.” 

Officials ed for a return to calm, 
and said that the student demand for an 
anmesty for those arrested would be con- 
sidered only when quiet had been restored.

US., Hanoi envoys 
clear ground for 
Paris talks Monday 


PARIS (UPI).—The U.S. and North Vietnam yesterday swept asixe the last 
minor roadblocks holding up the start ef preliminary “peace talks” tomorrow. 
But U.S. officials warned that the real diplomatic infighting will start only then. 

U.S. trouble-shooter Cyrus Vance met for the second time in two days with 
North Vietnam's No. 2 negotiator. Col. Hz Van Lau, to thrash out the final 
details of ground rules for the main talks, 

After two hours both emerged smiling 
and read out to waiting newsmen an 
agreed statement confirming that the two 
full delegations will hold their openmryr 
session al 10.30 tomorrow morning and 
that they will zet down at oner to the 
basic issue that brought them to the Paris 
conference table—the Vietnam conflict. 

But even as they reached this prelimio- 
ary agreement, furious fighting rocked 
whole areas of embattled Saigon, with 
American planes attacking entrenched 
groups of Communist guerrillas. (Sce story 
Page 2.) 

At the same tine Hanoi was reported 
pouring thousands of troops across the 
border for an expected all-out onslaught 
ogainst the two northeramest provinces 
of South Vietnam. Westera diplomats were 
increasingly convinced the Communists 
were going all out on the battlefield to be 
able tu negotiate “from a pasition of 
strength" at the Paris conference table. 

The Communists served notice when 
they arrived here Jast Thursday that their 
main purpose jn coming to Puris at all 
was ts get the U.S. to halt all beanbing 
and other attacks against the North with- 
out any ccocessions from Hanoi it re- 
turn. 

Only if the U.S. accepted this—some- 
thing President Johnson has stated it will 
not do—would Hanoi be willing to stare 
real peace negotiations, the Communists 
waroed. 


Us. CAUTION 

With this frankly unpromising back- 
ground to the talks U.S. officials caue 
tloned against too much optimism. 

The agreed statement read out sepa- 
rately by Messrs. Vance and Lau at the 
end of yesterday's meeting to wrap up pro- 
cedural details said simply, “The two par- 
ties met for two hours. They agreed on 
the procedures for the official conversa- 
tions between the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam and the Government of the 
United States of America. The official 
conversations will begin at 10.30 am. 
Monday. May 15, 1968." 

The procedural talks were held with the 
two delegations facing each other across 
the hollow rectangular table at the French 
Foreign Ministry's International Con- 
ference Centre, where the full delegations 
will meet tomorrow. 

Mr. Vance described the atmosphere of 
yesterday's meeting as “good.” He told 
newsmen, “It could alsa be described as 
friendiy.” He and Col. Lau shook hands 
both daya when they met at the conference 
building. U.S, delegation spokesman Wil-

scare Hebron judge 


and other West Bank judgea and request- 
ed them to resume their duties and open 
the courts, “However, we were split in 
opinion, he recalls. Eleven among us 
agreed immediately to go back to the 
bench, while nine otherg preferred to 
sit and wait. For me there was no doubt 
at all. It was clear to me that if ever 
Israel hands back the West Bank it would 
only be upon agreed peace and then 
with the strict provision that the rights 
of civil servants would be honoured.” 

In the first meetings with the Israelis 
the judges were told that their seniority 
and persion rights would not be forfeited. 
Judge Jarallah remembers. “For me thia 
was evident from the beginning. I believe 
there is even a certain provision for this 
In international law about the duties of 
occupation forces towards the civil admi- 
nistration of occupled territories," he 
says. To what extent he was right be- 
came evident In circular letter No. 3, is- 
sued by the Miltary Governor in January 
1968 and entitled “Pension rights of Jo- 
ca} civil servants." “We had our share in 
aur full pension scheme deducted in smail 
jostalnients, even retroactive to June 
1967, so as to assure us full continuity.” 
he notes. 

Return to normal 


Thus the third week of July found 
Mr. Jarallah back on his bench in He- 
pron and with him, the majority of 
West Bank magistrates, District and Ap- 
peal Court judges. 

“I consider the most important thing 
after a war that things return to normal. 
One must be realistic and it is my con- 
viction that people need justice no less 
than medicize. I feel 1t my national duty, 
as a Palestinian Arab, to serve my peo- 
ple whatever the price and repercussions 
may be. Threats and dismissal by the 
Jordanians only make me more firm to 
stick to my principles.” 

Mr. Jarallah notes that the order dis- 
missing him and three other Appeal 
Court judg2s who returned to work was 
signed by the Jordan Premier in the form 
of a decree under the Defence Regulations. 
“The highest Jordanian judicial authority, 
the “Judicial Council,” to which we are 
directly responsible, which appoints and 
dismisses judges, has not taken any ac- 
tion in this matter and even refused to 
when requested by the authorities,” he 


says.

He wishes to study law at the 
Hebrew University next year. the ‘nird 
generation of lawyers in the Jarallah fa- 
mily. We pray for peace, for agreement; 
violence will lead nowhere.”

MOSCOW, (Ofns).— 

TBE queue is 3 fact of life in the 

Soviet Union with which everyone 

learns to live. Whether it is really ne~ 

cessary is ἃ moot point. Even in Mos- 

cow anywhere one can 500 3 queue walt- 

ing to buy the evening paper, fruit and 

various other articles of daily consump- 

tion. The shops are crowded with mul- 
tiple queués, 

In a sense it conveys an unfair plc- 
ture of the reality. Supplies of dally 
necessities have visibly improved in re- 
cent years, and, apart from occasional 
snags due to a bad distribution system, 
there is no real shortage. Some items 
are even in surplus. 

One suspects tha: queues have become 
mouch more a habit of life —- a deeply- 
ingrained alarm signal to respond to — 
than is normally the case elsewhere. It 
is not at all uncommon even now to 
find people jolting 4 quete to make 
sure of @ piace, and only then asking 
what is on sale. Sometimes they drift 
away after finding out that what ia be- 
ing offered ig not for them. It is a 
curious relic of the past. 

Ἢ the queuesare not because of short- 
ages, what is the explanation? That ir- 
repressible and perceptive Soviet econom- 
ist, Professor &. Liberman, recently tried 
to fathom what might be termed the 
chology of, the Soviet queue. 
Instead of blaming it afl on shortages 
he finds an even-more blameworthy cause. 
— the policies of planners and the inef-~ 
ficiency of the gervice of 
the Soviet econamy in ge- 
neral. The chief culprit, ac- 
cording to him, ig the “full 
load” economic theory, 
which is applied to the 
services sector with a ven- 
geance. 

For example, people 
stand for hours in gueues 
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to obtain train tickets, particular- 
ly during the holidays. This |Iy because 
train traffic is considered profitahic only 
when there is not a single empty seut 
on ἃ train, And the moment a train 
russ With 100 empty seats, woe betide 
the rauiiwaymen. Those drawing up the 
timetabie are beld guilty. the “under- 
load" trains are cancelled or combined 
with other trains, or the number of car- 
riages is reduced. 

Professor Liberman cites a personal 
experience. Once, when he had to fly to 
Kharkov from Moscow, normally a direct 
flight, he had to take an aircraft to 
Kiev, wait there for an hour-and--u-half, 
and then take another flight to Kharkov. 
He found out that Moscow-Kharkov and 
Moscow-Kiev flights were combined to 
avoid vacant places in the aircraft. 

This process is repeated in Many 5er- 
vice industries. For instance, it Is dif- 
ficult to get cinema seats without ad- 
vance booking. The explanation is that 
cinems managers striclly see to it that 
in the evenings not a single seat remains 
vacant. The plans of financial agencies 
call for highly-filled cinemas and so, if 
you and your wife, out for a stroll in 
the evening, should feel like dropping in 
at the local cinema, as a rule nothing 
will come of thienaive venture. You have 
to provide for it in advance — the day 
vefore, or at least in the afternoon of 
the same day. But in the afternoon, as 
a rule, you are at work. 

Liberman argues that for greater loss 
js sustained by the Soviet economy in 
this manner because of 
time spent — often work- 
ing time — in queuing. It 
would be more profitable to 
allow for optional under- 
load, which would mean 
that people would feel ree 
to go to a restaurant, a 
cinema or other entertain- 

ment at will, without having

Even apait from the economic aspects 
of the question, Frofessor Lihernian Cirm- 
ly believes that ubseuews of quenes would 
improve the social clinits, The custcimer 
would net nave to fawn on the sales 
girl, the waiter or tailor, and the latter 
would treat their clients with dignity and 
courtesy. 

Liberman ts even more scathing about 
the argument that under-production sti- 
mulates demand. He cites the example 
of the Soviet watch industry. No one in 
Russis queues for watches and clocks 
since they are plentiful. But this abuo- 
dance of supplies has not caused produc- 
tion to fall. On the contrary, it is ἱπ- 
creasing, and as the production rises the 
quality improves and prices tall. Professor 
Liberman also reminds his readers that 
this year. for the first time since 1926, 
the growth rate in the output of consum- 
er goods in the Soviet Union will be 
higher than the growth rate of heavy 
industry. In this, he sees hope for the 
improvement of service conditions and 
the disappearance of the ubiquitous queue 
for everything in the Soviet Union, But 
too many eminent Soviet economists still 
hold old-fashioned viewa about shortages 
stimulating demand for his comfort.

_ “The outlook for investment opportunities 
-in Israel over the near term is promising," 
according to an internal report prepared by 
the U.S. Embassy in Tel Aviv, which is 
quoted in a Department of Commerce pub- 
lication this mouth. ne 

The report says: “For purposes of the 
new U.S. controls on‘ direct «investment. 
Israel is defined ‘as.a developing - cointry 
within the meaning of the Interest .Equa- 
Mzation Tax Law. As. noted in the past, 2 
particular opportunity exists for firms that 
would find ‘it feasible to use Israel as a 
base for exporting to other markets of 
Products assembled in Israel from Ameri- 
Can processes. Another’ opportunity . exists 
for firms Willing to produce tbemselves in 
Israel, or licence for production there sub- 
assemblies of complex equipment.” 

Reviewing past accomplishments, the U.S. 
document comments: “Israe! has compiled 
an impressive record of economic perform- 
ance in its two decades since indepen- 
dence, By adding Western technology and 
‘know-how’ to abundant supplies of capi- 
tal and Jabour, Israel has successfully con- 
quered a relatively hostile economic envi- 
ronment, to provide its people with a con- 
tnually improving standard of living. The 
trade gap is still large in absolute terms, 
and the country depends a great deal on 


imported capita]. At the same time, exports. 


as a percentage οὗ imports have been 
steadily rising over the years from 11 per 
cent in 1949 to approximately 70 per cent 
in 1967. 

“The praspects for expanded U.S. exports 
to Israel are quite good,” the report con- 
tinues, “They should increase as the erono- 
my picks up steanl. Americaa goods will, 
of course, cost more in terms of local 
curreucy because of the 1967 devaluation. 
Customs duties, however, havz been lower- 
ed somewhat already, ang further cuts will 
follow when the Kennedy Round reductions 
go into effect in July, and additional ac- 
tion Is taken on the liberalization pre- 
gtamme. Investment opportunities should 
be on the rise.” 

The document warns: “Stiffer competition 
can'‘be expected from Israel’s second largest 
supplier (after the U.S.) — the United 
Kingdom, since it now enjoys 2 slight price 
advantage because of the devaluation of 
the pound.” 


SPURT IN 
GEM SALES

A nolabie spurt was felt in Israet's lag- 
ging diamond sales during Apri, when ex- 
Ports netted $15.3m., as against. $10.9m. 
in pel 1987—an increase of over 40 per 
cent. 

Diamond industrialists attribute the im- 
provement largely to Israel's Independence 
Day celebrations, which attracted many 
foreign visitors, among them diamond 
dealers who took the opportunity to do 
some buying. “Tourism is good for us,” 
acknowledged the secretary of the Dia- 
mond Manufacturer's Association. 

Prices are three per cent lower than 
12 months ago, however, and prospects,’ 
for the remainder of the year remain 
“sticky,” be said. 

The U.S. market continues to boom des- 
pite the Vietoam war, but the sag in Eu- 
yope (particularly West Germany, which 
is undergoing defiation, and the UK, 
where gem prices are higher since the 
devaluation) is diverting more supplies 
across the Atlantic, bringing down 
prices. 

Exports in the first four months of the 
year were $59m., or 3.4 per cent more 
than in the corresponding period of 1967.

UNIVERSITY JUDO MEN _ Winter swimmers 
WELL BRED, WELL READ

HAIFA. — Some 20 judo practitioners 
from five of Israei's institutes of higher 
learning met on the mat in the Tech- 
nion's Sports Hall on Thursday nizht, 
for the Academic Sports Association's 
(ASA) first national students’ chanipion- 
ship in this Japanese sport. The ccmpecti- 
_tlea was held in four divisions, according 
to wight. 

The participants, clad in three-quarter 
length white denim pants, topped with a 
white kiniono-type jacket closed by belts 
in different colours, showing the wearers’ 
judo level, from yellow to black, kneeled 
round a big mat watching the fights. 

The bearded referee called the game in 
Japanese. Two at a time, the competitors 
grabbed each others’ kimono and ap- 
peared to shuffle around the mat as 
though performing a new type of waltz, 
trying to kick each other off balance, all 
the time breathing hard and occasionally 
letting loose with a blood curdling shout, 
apparently aimed more at encouraging 
their own effort than to scare the op- 
ponent, who seemed completely unaffected. 

The bigger the students and the more 
equally miat:ned, the less action there was 
in their fight. They merely waltzed con- 
centrating om each other’s Slashing legs, 
often so deeply absorbed that they waltz- 
ed right off the mat and had to be re- 
called by a Japanese command from the 
‘referee. The lighter mea managed to 
throw each other more often, with re- 
sounding fall-breaking bangs. Only few 
fights ecdei with “sikomee.” the judo 
version of a “knock-out,” achieved when 
a fighter got his man lying on his back 
on the mat, his should-rs held down 
for 30 seconds. Most of them were de- 
cided-on points. -

Savannah 
sails after 
5-day call

HAIFA.—The 22,000-ton American freigh- 
ter Savannah, the world’s first atomic- 
powered commercial vessel, sailed Friday 
night after a five-day call at Ashdod and 
Haifa. She took on several hundred tons 
of export cargo for the U.S. and is now 
sailing to Split, Yugoslavia, on the first 
jap of ber journey home. 


The trim, white ship attracted many 
visitors here. But apart from her nuclear 
power unit, encased in steel and concrete 
deep amidships, immediately forward of 
her bridge and out of sight except for the 
reactor operators, the Savannah looks 
like any other large freighter — although 
perhaps more elegant, having been desiga- 
ed by an outstanding naval architect, 
George G. Sharop. 


She was built as ἃ joint project of the 
US. Atomic Energy Commission, the Ma- 
ritime Administratioa and the Department 
of Commerce to demonstrate the uses of 
nuclear energy for peaceful purposes, and 
to test the practicability of operating such 
δ vessel for coiunuercial services on the 
seven seaz. She waa not meant to earn 
“money and is in fact a state-subsidized 
venture, capable of carrying only 9,400 
tons of paying cargo, much less than an 
oll-powered frelghter of comparable size. 


Tater this year the ship will dock in 
the U.S. for refuelling which will take 
.ahout two months. At a cruising speed of 
21 knots she can travel 336,000 miles on 
8. singie fuel load which consists of 682,000 
Small pellets of enriched uranium oxide 
weighing less than seven tons. More than

Stressing “the unity of the two banks 
of the Jordan,” the West Bank leaders 
wert further reported to have opposed 
holding a joint meeting with the Prime 
Minister, In consultations lasting several 
days last week, 1: wag stated that such 
a conference with the Premier might be 
interpreted as a phase of negotiations, 
espccially in the Arab capilals. 

Efforts were under way last week to 
father about 15 leaders from the West 
Bank and East Jerusalem in a meeting 
with Mr. Eshkol to discuss prospects of 
peace. The meeting was proposed follow- 
ing the separate meetings with the Pre- 
mier of the former Governor of the East 
dJerusalent District, Mr. Anwar al-Khatib, 
former Defence Minister, Mr. Anwar Nus- 
seibeh, the former President of the Dist- 
rici Court, Mr. Taistr Can’an, of East 
Jerusalem, and of Mr. Hikmat al-Masri, 
the former Speaker of the Jordan Parlia- 


ment, and the former Cabinet Minister Mr. 
Walid Shak'a, botit of Nablus. 

Meanwhile, The Post learns that the 
West Bank dignitaries ars currently pre- 
paring a memorandum to send to Jordan 
to protest against the failure of the Am- 
man Governmenz: to permit the West 
Bankers to take part in the talks with 
the U.N. Middle East envoy, Dr. Gunnar 
Jarcing, They were further reported to 
claim “the right of the Palestinians” to 
be represented in any talks, “direct or 
indirect,” by Jordan and Egypt and Israel.

Official support sought 
for Hebron settlement

The Land of Israel movement appcaled 
lo the Government yesterday to give its 
approval to proposals for the revival of a 
Jewish community in Hebron and to sup- 
port the first group of some Τὸ Jowlsh 
settlers, who have been there for four 
weeks now. The appeal was voiced at α 
public meeting held at the Chen Cinema 
in Jcrusalent yesterday morning and ad- 
dressed by Prof. Yohanan aAharoni, Prof. 
Ychuda Elitzur. Messrs. Eliezer Livneh 
and Oved Ben-Ami. and by Mr, Yigal 
Granevich on behalf of the settlers Io 
Hebron. 

All the speakers stressed that the re- 
vival of a Jewish community in the City 
of the Patriarchs would not displace any 
of Hebron’s Arab residents and would 
only serve as proof that Jews and Arabs 
can tive together, 

The Cabinet is expected to diseuss the 
future of the Jewish settlers in Hebron 
today. These settlers have taken up per- 
manent residence at the Park Hotel. on 
the northern outskirts of the town. with- 
out the approval of the Military Govero- 
nent. They asked originally to be pernilt- 
ted to celebrate the Seder and spend the 
werk of Passover In the City of the Pat- 
tiavehs, for which approval was given. 

The issuc came to a head last week 


when representatives of the settlers 
clashed with the Mayor of Hebron, Sheikh 
Mohammed All a-Ja’abari. They had asked 
him to withdraw a letter be had written 
earller to both the Ministers of Defence 
and Labour requesting that the Jewish 
settlers leave the town so as to avold 
possible action against them by Arab ter- 
rorists, from which the residents of Heb- 
ron would suffer. . 

Labour Minister Yigal Allon last month 
visited the settlers in Hebron and voiced 
his full support for them. The Defence 
Ministry did not, however, express ap- 
πον δῖ of their act. 

The head of the group. Rabbi Moshe 
Levinger, told “Itim” on Friday that the 
meeting with Sheikh Ja’abari was held in 
“a calm atmosphere at first," The settlers 
had merely wanted to ask the mayor to 
regard the Jewish settlers as “faithful 
citizens of Hebron,” and te help thent to 
promote friendly and frank relations with 
the Arab residents. 

According to another verstan, they 
threatened that “there will be trouble in 
Hebron" if they were not permitted to 
remain. 

It is understood that local representa- 
tive of the Military Government was called 
in to mediate.

At the same time, Mr. Rafael sald, an 
Egyptian parliamentary mission was visit- 
ing the Soviet Union. As disclosed hy 
Nasser after the June war, the Russians 
told the mission that Israel was plotting 
an attack on Syria.

Moscow charges refuted 


The Israel Government Jast week once 
more refuted charges by the Moscow 
Patriarchate alleging “vandalism and 
Ppogrom-like acts” against Russian Church 
property in Israel and termed these ac- 
cusations ag being “politically motivated.” 

In a cable sent fast Thursday hy Dr. 
Shaul Colbl, Director of the Department 
for Christian Communities of the Ministry 
for Religious Affairs, to Metropolitan 
Nicodim, Director ‘of the Department for 
External Church Affairs of the Moscow 
Patriarchate, Dr. Colbi says the cases 
specified by Metropolitan Nicodim in 
a cable of April 4 refer to “Isolated in- 
cidents of juvenile misbehaviour that oc- 
curred as far back as 1964 and 1966.” 

Last month's cable by Metropolitan 
Nicodim attempted to “substantiate” sl- 
nular charges Made by him on Marth 11 
Ina cable to President Shazar which 
were then refuted as “entirely baseless” 
by the President's Office, : 


CZARIST REGIME 


Dr, Colbl also “rejected categorically the 
application of the term ‘pogrom’ ta such 
Incidents of juvenile misbehaviour,” and 
pointed to the fact that the term pogrom 
“originated with organized and violent per- 
secution by the Russian Czsrlat regome 
against Russian Jews.” He also expressed 
Surprise that Metropolitan Nicodim, who 
served for several years as Head of the 
Russian Ecclesiastical Misslon in Jerusa- 
lem and who is aware of the friendly 
and helpful attitude of the Israel authori- 
ties towards the mission, should lend him- 
fclf to such “unwarranted and hostile 
expressfons.” 

He also accused the Metropolitan of 
having “ignored the fact that the Israel 
authorities at the time took appropriate 
measures against the youngsterg involved 
in the incidents and that the matter was 
settled to the full satisfaction of the 
Russian Church.” In view of these facts 
the accusationg made are “evidently poli- 
tically motivated and are part of the 
vicious campaign conducted by the Soviet 


authorities against the State of Israel,” 
he stated. 

“Such wilfully distorted and unjust 
charges can only be detrimental to the 
proper fulfilment of the mission under- 


taken by the Church representatives in the 


Holy Land,” Dr, Cotbi concluded.

Colbi produced a letter by Father Hiro- 
nim, the then Acting Head of the Russian 
Church Mission, cotifirming receipt of 
IL1,500 from the Israél Government for 
damages caused. to. the.
